What  was  relKbiahe  fbx 
Millwood*s  **  dresses  and  decorations,*’  as  the  play-bills  have  it,  would 
have  been  consider^,'  and  the  damage  would  not  have  exceeded  the 
occasion.  The  present  method  of  keeping  our  Millwood  is  attended 
with  this  obvious  mischief,  that  the  maintenance  of  the  hussy  is  not 
proportioned  to  her  wants.  Our  constitution  requires  that  squires 
and  lords  should  be  supported ;  but  squires  and  lords  need  support 
in  different  degrees :  some  need  it  very  little ;  some  very  much ;  and 
some  again  not  at  all.  How  stupid  it  ii  then  to  give  to  these* 
various  claims  one  measure  of  supply  I  What  a  manifest  offence 
against  economy  t  As  Lord  Eldon  would  say,  **  God  forbid  ”  that  we> 
should  dispute  with  Mr  Peel  the  propriety,  fitness,  and  constitutional 
policy  of  starving  the  people  for  the  good  of  the  Aristocracy  and 
Magistracy ;  all  that  we  contend  is,  that  they  should  be  pinched  with 
discretion,  and  that  a  judicious  manner  of  picking  pockets  should  be 
substituted  for  the  practice  of  taking  the  bread  out  of  their  mouths. 
In  the  name  of  heaven,  feed  them  and  fleece  them.  Bruce  the 
traveller  tells  us  of  a  people  who,  to  appease  their  hunger,  had  a  * 
custom  of  cutting  slices  from  the  rumps  of  their  beasts  of  burthen, 
and  then  driring  them  on  again,  as  if  nothing  disagreeable  to  the, 
brutes  had  happened.  This  is  not  perfectly  tender  treatment,  biU  it 
is  wiser  in  point  of  policy  than  preying  on  the  beasts’  fodder.  'We 
wish  those  gentlemen  who  are  said  to  have  stakes  in  the  country 
would  just  be  good  enough  to  take  their  slices  from  its  fat  places, 
instead  of  interrupting  the  in-goings  at  the  mouth  of  the  beast.* 
Better  to  bleed  than  to  starve.  We  can  trot  on  too  after  a  go^  deal 
of  crimping,  but  our  constitutions  suffer  grievously  from  inanition, . 
and  if  the  wind  gets  into  our  stomachs,  it  will  rumbU  like  Uumder  m 
the  seared  ears  of  our  drivers. 

We  hope  we  have  made  our  project  so  clear  that  it  Will  be  adopted  » 
by  son^  intelligent  member  of  the  Legislature,  and  embodied  in  a 
new  string  of  Resolutions  for  the  consideration  of  the  Commons.' 
The  principle  is  briefiy  this:  to  substitute  a  direct  tax  on  the  nation,-^ 
which  tax  may  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  Aristocracy  and  .. 
Magistracy,  according  to  their  occasions, — in  Ueu  of  an  indirect  tax  • 
extremely  prejudicial  to  the  nation,  and  which  indirect  tax  is  not  and  * 
cannot  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  Aristocracy  and  Magistracy 
according  to  their  occasions,  as  the  benefit,  if  benefit  there  is  any,-^  r 
which  is  yet  at  least  doubtful, — is  reaped  by  those  who  do  not  need 
it  at  all,  as  well  by  those  who  do  need  it  much.

THE  WAY  TO  KEEP  ^EM. 

On  Tuesday  Mr  Hume  moved  a  Resolution,  that  the  ports  should 
be  open  to  corn  at  all  times,  and  that  the  duty  should  be  1 5s.  for  this 
year,  decreasing  li.  for  the  next  five  years,  until  the  duty  reached  lOi. 
a  quarter,  at  which  it  would  remain  fixed.  He  would  also  give  a 
bounty  on  the  exportation  of  com,  when  it  should  be  cheap  here, 
equal  to  die  duty  levied  on  its  importation.” 

This  is  as  sensible  a  plan  as  could  be  proposed,  including  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  protection,  which  principle,  as  was  observed  by  Mr  Peel,  is 
inconsistent  with  the  sound  reasoning  with  which  Mr  Hume  prefaced 
his  motion.  Mr  Hume  doubtless  aimed  at  making  that  compromise 
between  the  wiiftilqess  of  the  Landowners  and  the  interests  of  the 
nation,  whi^  has  been  pretended  by  Ministers.  Mr  Peel  remarked, 
that  Mr  HuiiEjpd  overlooked  all  the  political  considerations  con¬ 
nected  with  Ika^ip^llipn,  which  skere  wholly  distinct  from  the  question 
of  price.  It  mt^itket^msstihUional  policy  of  the  country  to  maintain  the

with  the  Army  and  Navy ;  let  money  be  voted  for  so  many  Lords  and 
so  many  Squires  a  year,  and  country-houses  be  built,  repaired,  or 
fitted  and  (bund,  like  ships.  No  one  surely  will  grudge  a  few  millions 
for  the  support  of  the  wooden  heads  of  Old  England  1  If  it  be 
declared  that  we  must  take  our  Masters  into  keeping,  in  God’s^  name 
let  us  do  it  openly  and  directly,  and  maintain  them  according  tci|)toir 
wants.  Mr  Goulburn,  in  this  case,  will  come  down  to  the  l^se, 
tad  show  that  Squire  This  is*  so  reduced  in  his  fortunes  as  to  be 
unable  to  afford  a  pack  of  hounds ;  whereupon  the  Commons  will 
vote  him  the  dogs  necessary  to  the  Constitution,  inasmuch  as  they  are  ;

<  Your  lordship,’  replied  the  physician,  who  understood  his  lordship  s 
mind  as  well  as  his  body,  and  perhaps  better ;  your  lordship  is  remarkable 
for  the  good  judgment  which  you  always  exercise  in  these  matters,  and  indeed 
in  everything  else  where  the  public  good  is  concerned.  It  would  be  well 
for  the  country  if  the  distribution  of  public  and  responsible  offices  were  in 
such  good  hands.  We  should  not  hear  so  much  the  language  of  dissatis¬ 
faction.* 

**  •  Doctor,  you  are  disposed  to  compliment  But  it  is  not  very  easy  to 
prevent  the  language^ of  dissatisfaction.  It  is  too  common  and  too 
indiscriminate.  It  is  not  proper  that  the  common  people  should  acquire 
a  habit  of  carping  at  all  the  acts  of  the  Government.  The  multitude 
cannot  understand  these  things.  Now  I  have  studied  the  science  of 
Government  with  great  and  close  attention,  and  I  think  I  do  knew 
something  which  even  the  Ministers  themselves  do  not  rightly  understand. 
They  are  engaged  in  the  dry  details  of  office,  and  they  have  been  brought 
up  in  the  trammels  of  prejudice.  For  my  part  I  have  no  prejudice.  I  do 
not  take  a  detailed  but  comprehensive  and  philosophical  views  of  things.* 
Much  more  to  the  same  purpose  did  his  lordship  condescend  to  utter  in 
the  hearing  and  for  the  instruction  of  the  medical  pimosopher.  The  sum  and 
substance  of  the  harangue  was  to  inculcate  that  truly  philosophical  view  of 
government,  which^ecummends  that  the  multitude  should  leave  the  work  of 
opposition  to  the  old  aristocracy  of  the  country,  and  only  now  and  then,  as 
that  aristocracy  may  dictate,  present  petitions  to  Parliament  to  countenance 
and  support  the  measures  proposed  by  his  MajesW’s  Opposition.  The  man 
of  medicine  was  convinced  of  the  truth  and  justice  of  every  sentiment 
which  the  Earl  of  Smatterton  was  pleased  in  the  profundity  of  his  wisdom 
to  advance  ;  for  though  his  lordship  was  in  opposition  he  did  not  like  to  be 
opposed :  and  who  does  ?” 

In  this  sort  of  characteristic  etching  the  work  abounds;  and  it  is  in 
this  quaint,  eccentric  handling,  in  which  the  writer's  skill  mainly  con¬ 
sists.  His  resemblances  no  doubt  occasionally  approach  to  caricature ; 
but  although  sketches,  they  nre  spirited,  and  as  far  as  they  go,  correct. 
The  author  has  also  a  peculiar  aptitude  for  the  concoction  of  a  solid 
blunder,  and  prepares  for  its  explosion,  as  to  consequences,  with  a 
composure  that  is  quite  edifying.  'We  will  wager  our  worn-out  pen, 
that  whether  an  inhabitant  of  Bolton  or  no,  he  is  an  excellent  trotter. 
For  our  own  part,  after  a  surfeit  of  the  confectionary  repast  of  the 
Demaines,  &c.,  we  would  recommend  Penelope  by  way  of  olive.  We 
would  rather  be  stimulated  than  cloyed  at  any  time.  Q. 

THEATRICAL  EXAMINE-R. 

CovENT  Garden. 

There  has  been  a  new  farce  here  (called,  disagreeably  enough.  The 
Little  Ojffiprings.)  If  Mr  Peake  is  one  of  the  most  amusing  of  our 
farce  writers,  it  is  because  he  pretends  to  be  nothing  better.  He 
professes  lo  write  a  force,  not  a  genteel  comedy ;  and  he  generally 
succeeds  accordingly.  Our  corofAsinC  against  his  present  novelty  is, 
that,  unlike  most  of  his  previous  ones,  H  is  not  quite  hrocui  enough. 
He  himself  will  smile  at  this  objection,  because  assuredly  it  is  <juite 
broad  enou^  where  it  ti  broad.  But  it  is  not  **  as  brood  as  it  is 
— which  is  what  all  fercei  ought  to  be.  Yonng  hidtes  as  well 
bred  as  they  are  well  dressed,  and  young  gentlemen  “  to  match,**  are 
interlopers  in  the  region  of  farce.  Let  Sir  Peake  eschew  all  sneh 
amiable  insipidities,  and  he  will  do  well.  In  short,  let  him  cultivate 
the  geHtiiUUi  of  life  not  a  step  farther  than  they  fall  in  with  the  ease 
Uny thing  but  genteel)  of  Mr  Wbescu;  and  then  he  cannot  go  very 
w  wrong.  Above  all,  let  him  have  nothing  to  say  to  young  ladies 
who  are  a  whit  more  like  Lady  Teazle  than  Miss  Kelly  is.  They 
•re  ticklish  handling  m  all  eases ;  and  in  his  there  is  no  answering 
w  the  mischief  they  may  do.

always  enough  to  make  the  sight  of  Mr  Wrench  pleasant;— a* 
suppositious  spinster  (Mrs  Davenport),  who  turns  out  to  be  thd 
parent  of  one  of  the  ‘Millie  offsprings,**  her  brother  the  Admiral  being* 
similarly  situated  as  to  the  other; — and  finally,  the  “offsprings’* 
themselves,  played  (as  aforesaid)  by  Miss  Goward  and  Mr  Keelet, 
and  about  whom  there  is  a  good  deal  of  ingenious  equivoque  which 
touches  upon  the  extreme  edge  where  such  matters  are,  now-a-days, 
so  apt  to  fall  over.  They  pretty  nearly  did  so  on  the  above  occasion,' 
which  has,  no  doubt,  induced  Mr  Peake  to  make  the  proper  sacrifices 
to  the  suspicious  delicacy  of  “  some  people’s  ears.** 

King’s  Theatre. 

Don  Giovanni  was  played  at  this  theatre  on  Thursday  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  Madame  Caradori,  in  which  Mademoiselle  Sontao  sustained 
the  part  of  Donna  Elvira  with  great  truth  and  effect. 

We  said  something  lately  on  the  company  at  the  holiday  thea-' 
tres :  we  have  something  to  say  on  the  company  at  the  Opera.  W« 
have  little  hesitation  in  stating  (we  speak  of  the  pit)  that  in  its  way  it 
is  quite  as  bad :  from  boisterous  rudeness  and  familiarity  it  rises  into  dis¬ 
tance  and  superciliousness.  If  for  instance  at  the  Surrey  or  the  Coburg 
you  see  two  fellows  quarrelling  which  is  the  master  and  which  is  ih^ 
man,  at  the  King's  Theatre  you  hear  an  elegant  discourse  on  “  thq 
higher  and  the  lower  orders.^*  A  critic  at  Covent-Garden  or  Drury- 
Lane  thinks  Sadler's  Wells  or  the  East  London  low:  a  critic  of  the 
self-same  ^tainp,  but  one  of  softer  phrase,  pronounces  the  condemna¬ 
tion  of  the  drama  in  good  set  terms  as  altogether  exploded  in  tho 
fashionable  circles,  and  as  flourishing  most  m  our  manufacturing 
towns  and  the  semi-barbarous  states  of  North  America.  You  hear 
another  take  up  the  lamentable  theme  of  an  interval  in  the  succession, 
of  regular  Opera-singers,  as  if  it  were  a  pause  in  nature ;  and  when 
notwithstanding  he  has  heard  Braham  sing  very  well  in  “  thh  housc,*^, 
repeating  the  words  as  if  the  atmosphere  at  the  Hay  market  waftfd', 
other  sounds  ^han  common  air,  and  music  were  a  geographicul  dis-* 
tinction.  Thus  it  is  that  an  Englishman  is  always  pinning  his  faith  on^ 

f daces  and  persons ;  and  that  he  cannot  arrive  (for  the  soul  of  hini„ 
et  him  be  taught  and  trammelled  how  he  will)  at  the  contemplation^ 
of  an  abstract  idea:  and  yet  the  booby  talks  of  refineflient.  lie  has, 
no  conception  of  anything  but  from  the  situation  where  he  finds  it  > 
or  the  figure  it  makes  in  the  eyes  of  some  one  as  wise  as  himself ;  or, 
from  its  &ing  a  foil  to  some  defect  in  others.  You  hear  none  of  this, 
gabble  at  the  'Theatre  Eran^ait,  or  the  Italian  Opera  in  Paris,  about* 
those  exploded  authors  Racine  and  Molibre,  or  the  low  buflfoonery  Qf| 
the  Theatre  des  Varietds,  because  they  understand  or  relish  both  :  we,, 
unfortunately,  who  understand  and  relish  neither,  are  obliged  to  create 
an  artificial  admiration  of  what  is  exotic  out  of  our  contempt  for  what 
is  native,  and  pamper  our  pretensions  to  refinement  by  constantly, 
dwelling  on  the  vulgarity  of  tne  lower  orders.  Delightful  it  is  to  hear, 
the  Frenchwomen  speaking  of  “  the  vulgar  Englishwomen**  in  a  lump, 
as  these  same  Englishwomen  speak  of  all  the  rest  of  their  couutry-* 
women  !  In  Franoe,  to  laugh  and  weep  (at  least  with  the  comic  or. 
the  tragic  Muse)  is  not  held  vulgar.  All  wit  is  not  confined  to  a, 
shake  of  the  toe,  nor  all  sense  to  the  squall  of  an  Opera-singer, 
though  they  dance  and  give  concerts  as  well  as  we.  But  in  England, 
our  object  is  not  the  pursuit  of  pleasure,  but  to  run  away  from  tht; 
pleasures  of  others ;  and  when  a  taste  for  the  drama  or  anything  bIsc^I 
Siecomes  a  little  common,  we  grow  sulky  and  insensible  by  way  qf 
being  spiritual  and  refined.  We  see  no  other  refinement  in  the  case,* 
unless  the  getting  rid  of  thought  and  feeling  is  a  proof  of  refinement  p 
and  the  Ji^antez  at  the  Opera  are  an  intermediate  link,  a  soft  iraper*^ 
ceptible  gradation,  between  the  grossness  of  human  passion  and  thub 
absence  of  all  human  synpatliy.  Do  the  upper  classes  speak  in 
recitative?  Do  they,  in  answer  to  a  common  quwtion,  vault  into  the 
air  ?  Perhaps  a  Noble  Duke  might  make  one  gfcllMH^e^hes  inteUi^ 
gible  by  singing  it,  or  solve  the  difficulties  or  WHiliti  question  by^ 
calling  out  the  Lord  Chancellor  to  dance  a  minuet  with  hint  I  We 
import  Operapsingers,  dancers,  kings  I  Liberal  land  1  That  knows  iUt 
own  deficiencies  in  whkt  is  refined  and  elevated  1  Happy,  that  it  finds 
others  so  ready  to  oblige  it  I  All  that  th^  get  from  us,  is  hard  blows  op 
hard  cash  :  all  that  we  get  from  them,  it  politenets  and  kixury!  in  iv 
word,  the  question  comet  to  this — Are  the  EngUth  an  emntiiUly  vulgah 
people  or  not?  If  all  thet  they  have  of  their  own  is  vulgar  and  un«^ 
worthy  of  the  notice  of  the  upper  elastet,  then  the  unavoidable  inJ 
ference  is  that  die  upper  clatset  themtelfet  are  unworthy  to  teef 
anything  better,  and  are  (he  most  vulgar,  fashionable  audience  in^ 
Europe.  If  we  have  the  least  poailhle  capacity  for  the  fiae  artii 
namely,  dancing,  music,  painting,  then  we  mutt  be,  in  spite  of  leftpi^ 
patent  of  nobility,  or  a  box  at  the  opera,  or  a  obafimt^brm,  or  ^ 
opert-glast,  the  worst  possible  judges  of  them ;  and  if  wn  mo^d  b9 
anything  at  all,  must  set  up  frir  something  else.  Indeed,  lb#  efientn^ 
am  pUia  iii90|b«  Thyrt  if  tbal  ihtwii 
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time  ft  model  of  Totoptuoui,  languishing  grace ;  but  it  was  thrown 
away  upon  the  higher  orders,  and  she  now  docs  nothing  but  walk  on 
the  tips  of  her  toes.  The  little  trifler,  she  that  wc  have  praised  so 
oAtn !  Wc  are  after  all  in  such  matters  a  Bartlemjr-fair  audience — 
or  for  a  tumbler’s  sbowt  Is  Madame  Pasta  a  favourite  with  the  great 
vulgar?  Not  in  the  least.  They  hear  her  fame,  but  not  her.  What 
piteous,  vacant  aspects  in  the  fine  gentlemen  in  the  pit  the  first  night 
of  Mademoiselle  SoaT Ac’s  appearance !  and  what  would  they  not  have 
mven  (before  committing  themselves  beyond  an  applause  which  might 
M  construed  into  a  good-natured  encouragement)  to  know  what  the 
newspapers  would  say  the  nest  day  1  What  then  is  the  amount  of 
this  esetusive  preference  and  fastidious  superiority  of  fashionable  taste  ? 
hflere  arrogance  and  afiectatioo.  Look  at  the  men  in  the  pit.  Are 
they  in  raptures  with  the  ballet  or  the  music  ?  They  are  solely  o^u- 
pied  in  thinking  how  they  themselves  look,  whether  their  coat  is  of 
the  right  cut,  their  cravat  properly  tied,  and  whether  their  next 
neighbour  is  good  enough  for  them  to  speak  to.  Each  opera-beau 
ought  to  have  a  glass-case  over  him  to  keep  him  within  a  certain  pre- 
emt  sphere  of  ddPkfy  repulsiveness  and  self-importance.  In  an  O.  P. 
low  you  are  in  danger  of  being  knocked  down :  in  the  of  the 

Opera-house,  every ’one  seems  in  fear  of  touching  his  neighbour's 
elM>w.  The  disagreeable  either  in  thought  or  action  is  inseparable  from 
our  fogs  and  sea-coal  fires.  Look  at  the  women  in  the  boxes.  Are  they 
at  their  ease  ?  Or  do  they  not  keep  one  fixed  attitude,  or  else  loll,  and 
laugh,  and  stare  without  meaning  ?  The  great  thing  is  npt  to  seem 
to  take  an  interest ;  and  this  is  not  difficult,  where  none  is  felt.  If  to 
paint,  to  dress,  to  intrigue,  and  be  insensible,  is  the  height  of  refine¬ 
ment,  then  the  women  in  the  lobbies  are  even  more  refined  than  they. 
Do  we  then  subscribe  to  this  total  disqualification  of  the  English 
character?  No :  we  have  hearts  and  heads  for  other  things  besides 
file  mechanism  of  the  senses.  We  have  books,  which  we  send  through 
the  heart  of  all  Europe ;  but  our  people  of  fashion  and  our  parade 
of  gentility  are  the  laughing-stock  of  the  world.  One  service  which 
work  on  Lord  Bynm  and  hit  Conlemporaria  has  dene  the  public, 
one  offence  it  has  given  to  tlie  insolent  few,  is  that  it  shews 
tfat  even  the  strongest  minds  are  not  exempt  from  the  shallowness 
and  pedantry  pf  this  kind  of  jargon.  The  Noble  Poet  somewhere 
am  that  he  and  Ton  Mooax  wrote  well,  because  he  himself  from 
Ira,  and  Mr  Mooax  from  circumstances  (circumstances  indeed !) 
dHantd  in  the  fashionable  world.  If  this  were  all,  we  should  have 
•ome  thousands  of  fine  geniuses  come  out  every  year,  the  mob  of 
geatlemeo  who  write  with  ease  l”  Why,  instead  of  opening  the  casket 
to  examine  the  contents,  are  we  to  be  always  looking  at  the  outside  ? 
Or  why,having  founds  jewel  in  it,  persist  that  the  wrapper  was  coarse 
Brown  paper?  When  we  bear  all  tne  inhabitants  of  this  great  country 
srhote  names  are  not  inscribed  in  the  Red  Book,  or  who  are  not 
crammed  into  the  stifling,  glittering  atmosphere  of  the  King’s  Theatre, 
stigmatised  with  the  sweeping  epithet  of  **  the  lower  orders,”  our 
patience  is  a  little  out  at  elbows,  and  the  answer,  we  fear,  will  not 
come  from  the  pen  alone !  What  is  it  that  my  Lord-Duke  brings 
#ith  him  from  the  Continent — that  he  shews  to  his  fellow-travellers 
as  a  precious  curiosity — that  he  folds  up  and  unfolds  with  such  care? 
Is  it  a  cameo,  a  drawing  by  Raphael,  a  bit  of  Claude?  It  is  a  copy 
of  the  Great  Tun  of  Heidelberg  1  When  did  the  polite  world  think 
it  allowable  for  the  last  time  to  throng  to  the  English  theatre  in  crowds 
and  with  their  expectations  excited  to  the  utmost?  To  see  young  Mr 
Rxaii,  a  boy  just  come  from  Eton  (classical  reminiscence  I)  come  out 
in  tha  part  o(  Norval!  Or  to  see  the  bottle-conjuror,  or  a  thing  born 
xHth  a  crown  on  its  head,  or  any  other  rare  and  striking  novelty  ? 
Spam  us,  man  of  fhshioo,  in  the  name  of  refinement  1

Though  tha  strength  of  this  Eihibitton  is  in  landscape,  we  shall  6rst  pay  our 
Vas|^U  to  the  superior  genius  of  painling  which  embodies  imagination  and 
cmiiM  in  the  human  form.  The  highest  aim  here  is  by  Mr  Cxistall.  We  say 
aim,  the  anatomy  of  the  human  mind  as  well  as  body,  a  mutery  of  all  the 
amtcrials  and  oonsUtuents  of  painting,  and  a  fancy  capable  of  being  lighted 
ap  at  the  fire  of  SuAxsrxAax’s  unrivalled  imagination,  must  be  in  requisi¬ 
tion  to  represent  with  justness  his  g^t  inventions.  **  Who  then,**  it  may 
be^  asked,  ••  is  sufiicieot  for  these  things  ?**  Wo  answer,  not  even  our  best 
gaiotert.  Sir  J.  Ritnolds  was  happy  in  an  occaskmal  touch  or  two  of  bis 
pencil,  ftem  the  aiyaterious  and  sufwmatiiral  of  SnAXsrxAas,  bat  when  he 
veatared  into  a  fafl  represenution  of  a  oomprehensTve  subject,  as  in  bis 
mnd  fVitck(u,  he  failed.  What  then  but  a  failure  could  be  seen 
the  tuaid  pencil  of  Mr  Ceistall,  Hi  feprvscntiBg  one  of  the  liveliest 
™  most  elegant  of  the  great  poet*a  fancy  scenes ;  that  where  the  Fairy 
Queen  Tire uie  b  enjoyiag  **  a  Seaaiel,**  or  circular  dance,  and  “  a  JRsiVy 
her  £(/[n  TWa,  aad  where  they  ate  apeseoaatioaof  thecheer- 
Pj^®f*xdwoee  le  a  mistrese*  will,  of  vimlant  attention,  of  graeefal  and  earnest 
WDTttjpf  ■ovfmtnt  and  iseling  aadw  the  uppulaaof  aaiiaal  ipiritsi  inclw

nation  and  duty,  all  inspired  by  the  presence  and  direction  of  their  be^ 
tiful  queen.  In  some  of  the  figures  the  painter  has  been  successful  in  ele¬ 
gance  of  position  and  general  form,  and  in  the  general  arra^ement  and  colour¬ 
ing  of  the  whole,  but  there  is  little  of  tha  volatile  spirit,  and  the  josous 
activity  of  the  occasion.  There  is  a  languor  and  a  heaviness  of  look  iq^ 
limb  that  would  be  well  in  the  representation  of  a  usual  scene  of  dandoir 
and  music,  after  half  the  party  had  been  tired,  and  their  clearness  of  com^ 
plexion  faded.  Their  plump  limbs  are  those  of  well  fed,  contented  devotees 
of  ease  and  good  living,  not  of  the  spiritualized  and  restless  tenants  of  the 
air  and  earth,  the  ardent  and  assiduous  subjects  of  a  fairy  queen.  A  pecu¬ 
liar  playfulness  of  pencil,  a  sportive  and  versatile  inventiveness. 

That  to  the  biost  subtle  and  mysterious  things 

Give  colour,  strength,  and  motion,** 

(none  of  which  high  qualities  characterize  Mr  Crtstall’i  pencil),  art 
wanting,  to  constitute  the  work  before  us  a  graphic  translation  of  Srak. 
SPEARZ.  The  picture  in  fine  has  scarcely  an  indication  of  the  great  poet 
Shasspeark,  but  much  of  the  very  clever  painter  Crmtall. 

A  much  more  successful  painting  of  the  life  and  essence  of  his  subject  is 
Mr  W uto HI  *a  Procession  of  the  Flitch  of  Bacon,  R  represents  the  old 
custom  of  the  manor  of  Wbitchmore,  of  a  married  cou^e  who  had  lived  in 
perfect  harmony  for  twelve  preceding  months,  being  led  in  a  car  adorned 
with  the  prize  of  their  virtue,  the  flitch,  and^receded  by  drums  and  trum¬ 
pets  amidst  the  cheers  of  the  multitude.  The  procession  is  in  active  and 
graceful  motion,  the  colouring  and  effect  are  suitably  lively,  and  the  ardour 
of  the  subject  is  sustained  ihrouehout,  and  will  be  felt  even  by  those  who 
possess  the  beautiful  print  from  the  best  processional  picture  by  a  British 
Artist,  Mr  Stotharoa  Canterbury  Pilgrims,  The  painter  has  taken  the 
licence  of  bis  art  to  impress  and  raise  the  subject  by  the  introduction  of 
some  minstrels  with  their  musical  instruments  and  bay  wreaths.  The  happy 
husband,  who  is  carrying  on  a  pole  the  flitch  (which  thus  looks,  in  the  general 
effect,  like  a  standard)  has  his  head  bent  downward,  while  that  of  his  gentle 
partner  is  erect.  The  reverse  of  this  would  be  in  more  sexual  character,  as 
confidence  in  so  public  a  situation  better  becomes  the  man,  and  modesty  the 
woman.  A  more  cheerful  sky  would  also  be  appropriate.  All  the  parts  of 
a  picture  ought  to  coalesce  to  the  main  design.  The  practice  of  Mr  Mab- 
TIN  and  Mr  Dan  by,  in  this  respect,  successfully  shews  how  important  this 
rule  is  as  it  respects  the  assimilation  between  animate  and  inanimate  nature. 
Though  Mr  Wrioht  has  not  yet  re^hedtbe  power  of  either  Mr  SroTRAan 
or  Mr  Smireb,  he  has  a  happy  mixture  of  the  style  of  those  admired  artists. 
His  picture  is  also  a  very  meritorious  one  of  The  Burning  Shame,  a  PunisL 
ment  for  a  bad  Lawyer, ^--an  ancient  custom  in  theJsle  of  Wight,  and  like¬ 
wise  represents  a  procession,  in  which  the  hapless  wight  is  expelled  his  home. 
A  cask  encompasses  bis  body,  from  the  sides  of  which  cau  are  candles 
flaming,  as  emblems  of  his  glaring  iniquity  and  its  consequent  shame.  His 
quick  movement,  the  noise  and  clangor  that  assail  him  from  the  many  roagh 
instruments,  the  dredging  boxes,  gridirons,  marrowbones  and  cleavers,  &c. 
the  various  tauntings  of  the  indignant  crowd,  are  all  in  lively  representation, 
especially  in  the  woman  who  is  snapping  her  fingers  in  the  lawyer's  face, 
and  in  the  man  who  shews  him  a  rat  in  the  trap.  The  painter  in  these  pic¬ 
tures  has  obviated  all  the  monotony  that  would  be  given  from  an  inferior 
hand.  Mr  Wright  is  wrong  in  the  characteristic  portraiture  of  Falstaff  uni 
the  Page,  for  he  can  be  nothing  of  **  the  inimitable  Falstaff,**  as  Dr  John¬ 
son  has  called  him,  who  looks  as  the  paiuter  has  shewn  him,  neither  fatly 
swaggering,  jovial,  nor  sarcastic,  but  merely  heavy  and  morose.  Mr  if. 
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nature,  savours  of  caricature.  It  is  however  interestingly  lively.  His  Anne 
Page  and  Slander,  where  she  asks  him  to  walk  in,  and  he  sheepishly  refu¬ 
ses,  is  chaster.  The  terror  and  nimbleness  of  Falstaff  at  Gadshill,  are 
in  good  keeping  with  the  text. 

Had  >  we  not  known  long  ago  that  Mr  Richter  was  a  good  painter  of 
farce,  we  should  now  by  bis  picture  from  the  Comedy  qf  Errors,  of  the  Tico 
Dromios,  who  are  most  ingeniously  and  truly  painted  in  it,  so  like  each 
other^  that  the  most  scnipulout  and  prying  eye  conld  not  detect  a  diflerence* 
Looking  at  each  other  with  consummately  satisfied  and  laughing  the 
Dromio  of  Ephesus  it  saying,  with  droll  conceit,  “  Methinks  you  aie  my 
glass  and  nof  my  brother.  I  see  by  you,  I  am  a  sweet*faced  youth.** 

Nearly  as  close  a  resemblance  to  common  nature  as  these  are  to  etch 
other,  are  Mr  W.  Hunt’s  Butcher* s  Boy,  Westminster  Scholar,^  tbs  OW 
Man  who  sailed  with  Captain  Cook  on  his  frst  Voyage,  See,  Setting  aride 
Ml  that  comes  under  the  denomination  of  the  faucifui  or  the  ideal  in  paint¬ 
ing,  Mr  Hunt  gives  us  more  completely  than  any  painter  we  have,  escept 
Mr  WiLxiE,  the  actuality  of  hit  prototype.  He  copies  what  is  before  him 
in  life,  and  not  aa  most  artists  do,  partly  that,  and  partly  what  is  or  is  j* 
their  own  fancies.  He  sees  his  object  with  nature’s  clearest  eye,  and 
puts  down  just^  what  he  sees,  nothing  more  nor  less.  He  is  Common 
Nature's  Portrait  Painter.  We  h<^  next  yesur  that  he  will  emy  to  shew 
us  that  he  can  as  successfully  hit  off  her  mental  as  well  as  physical  likenM. 
It  ho  at  least  suspected  that  he  can,  from  a  little  pleating  indication 
of  it  in  hit  Fishermen's  Children  looking  out  for  their  Father's  beat,  but 
which,  tho^h  boantifiilly  natural  extoriorly,  wants  more  of  the  earneito^ 
of  such  an  incident.  Mr  J.  STBFBANorr  naa  indulged  us  with  nothing  Imo 
his  former  rich  compositions,  but  he  has  two  little  delicacies  in  this  banqi^ 
ting  room  of  taste,  that  are  like  light  confectionary  leltsbes  in  a  des^ 
substantial  dishes.  One  is  T%e  Proposal,  shewing  the  sudden  emotion  of  a 
lady  and  her  fneads  on  reading  a  letter  proposing  marriage.  The  othw  m 
The  Bride  drttshng  at  atatiettc,  in  both  of  which  there  is  an  importaoflt 
given  to  nunuunre-sized  piclnret  by  their  breadth  and  chastened  bnghtn*a*» 
and  by  the  union  of  a  happy  adaptatioo  of  the  beartfelt  feelioga  of  aatoia  Q 
the  graces  of  polished  life. 
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Mr  Williams’s  little  subjects — Children  preparing /or  o  Festa,  Chil- 
dfw  fasteoiog  on  the  Ciicid,  and  an  Italian  Ciociaca  spinning,  are  in  their 
domestic  sentiment  and  grace  ^to  compare  small  thin^  with  great)  like 
Murillo’s  pictures  of  such  subjects.  Their  deep  toning  of  dark  colour 
ami^t  large  masses  of  lights  gives  them  a  very  characteristic  and  pleasing 

vivaci^.  - 

ENGRAVINGS. 

Mr  Thomas  Landsebr’s  new  work,  entitled  Monkeyana,  or  Men  in 
Miniature,  occupies  the  highest  rank  of  Caricature.  ^The  satire  is  the 
iDore  valuable  in  its  freedom  from  party  preference,  or  any  dubious 
meauing,  whereby  the  praiseworthy  mi^t  be  wounded  by  the  shaft 
aimed  at  the  worthless.  It  is  levelled  mainly  at  conventional  vice  and 
absurdity,— at  that  which  law  cannot  reach.  Some  of  the  subjects  are 
explainra  and  enriched  by  very  HoGARTB*like  emblems,  many  of  them 
highly  facetious.  Thus  in  the  Crisis,  or  the  Point  qf  Honor,  the  words 
**  Rubbish  shot  here**  are  marked  on  a  board.  The  plates  ^ew  a  style 
of  execution  that  perfectly  corresponds  with  the  vigor  of  lively  and  vivid 
conceptions.  _  R.  H. 

MARYLEBONE  SELECT  VESTRY. 

The  Committee  on  the  Bill  to  reform  the  Close  Select  Vestry  of  this 
parish  met  again  yesterday.  Sir  Thomas  Baring  was  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  among  whom  we  observed  Mr  Hothouse,  Colonel  Freemantle, 
Aldermen  Wood  and  Waithman,  Mr  Bernal,  and  several  other  members 
whom  we  did  not  know,  together  with  Mr  Ross,  Mr  G,  Smith,  now  Vestry¬ 
men,  and  also  CoL  Graham,  formerly  a  Vestryman,  and  then  of  the  Bank¬ 
ing  firm  of  Fauntleroy  and  Co.  of  Berners  street 
Amongst  other  things,  the  building  of  a  chapel,  and  afterwards  taking  a 
great  part  of  it  down,  to  convert  it  into  a  church,  at  a  great  and  wasteful 
expense,  was  clearly  proved.  So  was  the  paying  of  the  late  venerable 
President  of  the  Royal  Academy  800/.  for  a  design  for  a  window!  which 
be  executed  as  a  transpmency,  the  first  perhaps  he  ever  thought  of  painting 
in  bis  life,  and  the  placing  of  it  as  a  centre-piece  for  the  organ  1  Also,  the 
payment  of  300/.  for  a  fine 'group  of  figures  by  Rossi,  for  the  pediment  of 
the  chapel,  which  were  never  used,  and  are  now  lying  somewhere  about 
the  stone  yard  of  the  parish. 

The  best  joke  was,  they  had  taken  a  fine  gold  figure  of  an  Angel  playing 
on  a  lyre,  which  bad  been  placed  at  the  top  of  the  o^an  (and  as  nobody 
could  tell  what  had  become  of  it,  the  Counsel  for  tne  Vestry  said  it  had 
gone  to  the  D— ),  and  had  placed  in  lieu  of  it,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
present  Reverend  incumbent,  a  Crown  on  a  cushion,  supportea  by  a  Mitre 
on  either  side.

TEST  AND  CORPORATION  ACTS. 

The  Repeal  Bill  was  read  a  third  time.  Upon  the  second  clausa 
(containing  the  declaration)— 

Lord  Holland  moved  the  omission  of  the  words—'*  I  solemnly  and 
sincerely  declare,  on  the  true  faith  of  a  Christian.**  His  Lordship  objected 
to  them  generally  as  needless  in  the  way  of  security  to  the  Establishment, 
and  as  tending  to  defeat  the  conciliating  character  of  the  Bill ;  and  more 
particularly  as  operating  unjustly  against  the  Jews,  who  at  least  ought  not 
to  be  placed  in  a  worse  situation  than  they  stood  in  at  present,  by  a  measure 
intenaed  to  relieve  Dissenters. 

The  Bishop  of  Landafv  and  Lord  Bexlxy  deemed  the  words— on  the 
faith  of  a  Christian”— an  important  testimony  in  behalf  of  the  established 
faith,  but  were  not  unwilling  to  exempt  the  Jews  from  the  necessity  of 
adopting  those  words. 

The  Earl  of  Eldon  said  that  if  Parliament  interfered  in  favour  of  the 
Jews,  it  would  be  reversing  all  that  had  been  done  at  the  Revolution  and 
since.  As  the  Jews  were  here,  there,  and  everywhere,  he  believed  that 
Parliament  thought  it  right  to  consider  that  they  were  nowhere  ( a  laugh )  $ 
the  fact  was,  that  the  Jews  were  a  body  of  persons  who  were  not  acknow* 
lodged.  The  Learned  Lord,  after  pursuing  this  line  of  remark,  declared 
before  God,  that  though  he  had  gone  through  many  painful  scenes  in  his 
life,  never  had  he  been  previously  placed  in  so  painful  a  one  as  in  the  opp<^ 
sition  which  be  had  felt  himself  obliged  to  make  to  the  progress  of  mis 
Bill. 

Ibe  Earl  of  Winchelsea  observed,  that  he  was  far  from  tbinking  the 
words  **  on  the  true  faith  of  a  Christian**  sufficient,  as  he  did  not  see  why  e 
Jew  could  not  conscientiously  say  as  much.  For  bis  own  part,  he  should  not 
feel  the  slightest  objection  to  make  a  declaration  on  **  the  true  faith  of  4 . 
Jew.**  (A  laugh* J  He  looked  upon  this  Bill  as  an  attempt  to  leave  the 
country  without  any  security  for  the  rock  of  the  Christian  religion.  The 
Reverend  Bench  had  not  thought  proper  to  support  the  Amendment  he  had 
moved  last  week ;  but  he  could  assure  them  that  their  opposition  to  his 
measure  had  not  given  satisfaction  either  to  the  members  of  the  Established 
Church  or  the  majority  of  the  Dissenters  themselves. 

TheB'ishopof  Durham  vindicated  the  conduct  of  the  prelata.  Hb 
declared  that  be  would  have  preferred  that  the  question  should  continue  t# 
slumber,  which  it  mutt  have  done  if  the  matter  had  rested  entirely  with 
the  more  respectable  Dissenters,  as  he  had  reason  to  believe  that  they  were 
pretty  indifferent  to  the  measure.  {Hear  !)  But  when  public  opinion  was 
excited  on  the  subject,  it  became  necessary  to  act  decisively  ;  and  as  (he 
sacramental  Test  was  practically  admitted  to  be  untenable,  the  Bench  td 
Bishops  had  avowed  their  willinraess  to  substitute  another  which  should 
afford  adequate  protection  to  the  Church.  At  the  same  time  he  looked  uptw 
this  concession  as  final,  and  trusted  to  the  present  Government  that,  in 
yielding  this  point,  no  other  was  to  follow  as  a  consequence. 

The  Earl  of  Eldon  merely  rose  to  state  tbd  comfort  and  coonofadion  h# 

ht  Rev.  Prelate,  which 
not  wish  to  retain  Uin 


he  did  not  know  how  to  value  sufiiciently 
sacramental  Test,  but  he  wanted  something  that  would  exclude  from  oAcn 
not  only  all  who  did  not  profess  themselves  Christians,  but  all  who  were  not 
Protestants. 

The  Duke  of  Wellinoton  opposed  the  proposed  omission  of  the  words 

on  the  true  faith  of  a  Christian,**  because  the  same  privileges  had  never 
been  conceded  to  Jews  which  bad  been  granted  to  DisMnters.  The  decla¬ 
ration  would  not  operate  as  any  addition^  disqualification  of  the  Jews,  they 
being  already  excluded  from  civil  offices. 

Ibe  Marquis  of  Lansdown  said  his  Noble  Friend  had  gained  his  point 
in  having  it  admitted  that  it  was  not  meant  to  take  from  the  Jews  any 
privileges  they  at  present  possessed. 

Lord  Hollano*s  Amendment  was  then  negatived ;  and  the  Earl  of  Eldon 
moved  another,  to  insert  the  words  “  1  am  a  Protestant**  in  the  Declara¬ 
tion  ;  which  was  strenuously  opposed  by  the  Earl  of  Harrowhy,  at  Boedless 
and  irritating. 

The  Bishop  of  Chester  said  he  was  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  ^11  as  it 
came  from  another  place ;  and  he  earnestly^  wished  the  opportunity  had 
been  allowed  their  Lordships  of  paaung  it  aS  ij^had  been  presented  to  them. 
In  allusion  to  the  charge  made  against  the  Bishops,* of  indifference  to  the 
security  of  the  Church,  the  Right  Rev.  Prelate  referred  to  a  letter  written 
by  the  late  Lord  Kenyon,  in  which  he  says,— that  *•  so  long  as  the  King*s 
supremacy  was  upheld,  and  the  main  fabric  of  the  establishment,  together 
w^  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  Government  of  the  Church  of  England^ 
preserved  as  a  national  church,  no  concessions  for  the  repeal  of  the  EHssen- 
ters*  Oath  could  impair  iU  stability  or  affect  the  immutability  of  the  artideg 
of  union.**  He  also  quoted  from  Bishop  Burnet. 

Lord  Kbktok  felt  it  his  duty  to  rescue  the  character  of  his  revcfteb 
parent  from  the  imputation  which  seemed  to  be'  thrown  upon  ft  by  tW 
quotftioo.  If  the  Mght  Rev.  Prelate  had  read  the  whole  letter,  their 
Lordships  would  have  seen  that  his  venerated  ancestor  had  given  a||»opinien, 
in  whicD,  while  he  advised  that  everything  in  oonustency  with  the  auety  01 
the  Establidied  Church  should  be  concMed,  for  the  ease  of  the  tender 
oonacieDces  of  the  Dissenters,  ne  concession  of  political  power  abenld  be 
made  to  them.  On  the  present  occasion  the  great  majority  of  the  Bench  of 
Bishops  had  shown  Unit  or  no  attention  or  ooneem  for  the  sncifrity  of  tbt 
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Only  a  few  of  these  items,  amounting  to  only  85/.  odd,  appeared  in  the 
book  under  the  name  of  perambulation.  AH  the  rest  were  disguised  and 
entered  as  procuioNsybr  the  poor,  clothing  for  the  poor^/urniture,  &c.  and 
one  article  charged  to  the  account  of  repairing  and  cleansing  the  streets,  a 
very  small  part  being  for  making  good  damtge  done  daring  the  day  to 
fences,  fitc. 

The  upholstereris  bill  amounted,  for  the  drewiog  of  one  church,  to  the 
cnonnous  sum  of  2,150/.

w  ere  paid  as  much  as  a  Chief  Justice  or  a  Secretary  of  State  in  England. 

Ihe  petitioo  was  received,  after  some  angry  remarks  from  the  Bishop 
of  Qssory.

The  motion  was  negatived  without  a  division.

On  the  House  going  into  Committee  on  the  Sale  of  Game  Bill,  Lord 
SuFFiELD  congratulated  their  Loidships  on  the  abolition  by  the  Bill  of  that 
system  of  exclusive  privilege  which  was  the  worst  feature  in  the  Game 
Laws. 

Lord  Redesdalb  said  the  Game  Laws  were  originally  meant  as  Police 
Laws,  when  the  state  of  the  country  was  very  different  from  what  it  now 
was,  and  therefore  these  laws  ought  now  to  be  altered. 

Lord  Wharnclivve  said  he  wished  every  man  to  have  liberty  to  sport  on 
his  own  grounds.  The  present  grounds  of  qualification  were  many  of  them 
absurd.  He  wished  also  tliat  no  one,  on  pretence  of  hunting  or  coursing 
should  be  allowed  to  trespass  on  bU  neighbour's  property. 

Loid  Malmesbury  thought  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  had  not  gone  far 
enough.  The  increased  number  of  poachers  arose  from  the  increase  of  game, 
and  the  demand  for  it  as  a  luxury;  it  nrose  also  in  part  from  the  want  of 
employment.  He  did  not  think  the  Dill  would  decrease  the  number,  but 
rather  create  a  new  race. 

Lord  CALTiiORpE  allowed,  while  there  was  a  demand  for  game,  there 
would  be  poachers.  The  evidence  howevef  before  the  Committee,  was  con 
elusive  in  favoar  of  the  Bill. 

Tlieir  Lordships  divided  on  the  first  clause  of  the  BHl,  which  was  carried

WEEKLY  COMMERCIAL  REPORT. 

Effect  has  followed  cause  somewhat  rapidly  in  the  instance  of  the  Com 
Resolutions.  The  Bill  founded  upon  them  has  many  stages  to  pass  through 
before  it  can  become  a  Law ;  yet  the  Agriculturists,  encouragea  by  the  vic¬ 
tory  they  gained  in  that  case,  have  followed  it  up  by  further  attempts  to 
sacrifice  the  common  interest  to  their  own.  Wool  and  Currency  are  at 
present  especial  objects  of  their  attention.  A  person,  who  now  for  the 
first  time  heard  of  the  pertinacity  of  the  Landowners  in  support  of  the  exclu¬ 
sive  syatem,  would  imagine  that  Wool  was  a  much  more  important  article 
of  agricultural  produce  than  Corn,  and  that  the  Minister  wno  proposed  to 
put  the  currency  upon  a  solid  metallic  basis,  would  only  be  regarded  with 
suspicioo.  We  parUcularly  turn  to  these  points  as  an  act  of  justice  towards 
the  Duke  of  Wellington  and  bis  colleagues,  more  immediately  mixed  up 
with  them,  and  to  offer  our  tribute  of  praise  for  the  firmneu  they  have 
shewn  in  resisting  the  efforts  that  have  been  made  under  the  most  embarras- 
sing  forms,  we  speak  advisedly,  to  unsettle  these  two  great  questions. 

Certain  it  is  that  the  same  firmness  would  not  have  been  necessary  if 
there  had  been  no  previous  weakness,  but  however  we  roust  take  things  as 
we  find  them,  and  we  hail  the  statement  we  are  enabled  to  make,  with  the 
satisfaction  that  we  are  confident  will  be  experienced  by  the  country.  We 
will  to-day  only  observe  unon  that  intricate  subject  the  currency,  that  we 
believe  a  Silver^  Standard  under  present  circumstances  may  be  desirable, 
and  that  one  of  its  greatest  advantages  would  be  in  case  of  a  panic.  Peti¬ 
tions  couched  in  the  most  alarming  language  from  individuals  anxious  to 
continue  an  unsound  currency  ,  will  probably  pour  in  from  all  quarters ;  and 
9M  an  antidote  to  these  petitions  we  firould  merely  recommend  to  persons 
Tikely  to  be  alarmed  at  the  cons^uences  by  reading  them,  and  thus  to 
become  converts  to  the  false  doctrines  they  contain,  not  to  mistake  clamour 
for  argument,  or  partial  and  temporary  inconvenience  for  permanent  and 
general  injury. 

Although  there  appeared  more  disporition  to  purchase  Sugar  on  Friday, 
than  in  the  early  part  of  last  week,  the  price  continues  depressed.  Some 
export  purchases  have  been  made  in  the  refined  market.  Coffee  is  dull  of 
nk ;  but  the  short  supply  of  Ram  has  given  animation  to  that  article.

portant  addition  to  its  strength. 

Some, appearances  in  the  debate  on  Chancery  Reform  were  rather 
perplexing.  The  explanation  is  this : — 

I^rd  Ltndhurst,  feeling  that  he  can  never  shine  as  an  Equity 
Judge,  desires  to  obtain  celebrity  as  a  Reformer  of  the  Court.  Two 
persons,  backed  by  their  adherents,  are  opposed  to  this  design.  Lord 
Eldon,  who  wishes  all  the  odium  that  belonged  to  his  administration 
to  attach  to  his  successors;  and  MrBROUOUAif,  whose  party  hostility 
to  the  present  Chancellor  induces  him  to  obstruct  any  measure  which 
may  tend  to  his  Lordship’s  credit  or  popularity.  Many  men  who 
know  Lord  Ltndhurst’s  sentiments,  expected  Mr  M.  A.  Taylor’s 
motion  to  receive  the  qualified  support  of  Government;  but  Mr  Peel 
seems  to  have  been  swayed  by  the  Eldon  influence,  and  MrSucDEN, 
who  actually  went  into  the  House  with  the  Chancellor’s  plan  of 
improvement  in  his  pocket,  discovering  the  unpromising  state  of  the 
case,  threw  it  overboard,  and  stood  on  the  opposite  tack.  When  Mr 
Peel  proposed  to  move  the  previous  question,  Mr  Taylor,  instead 
of  withdrawing  his  motion,  let  the  House  divide,  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  Mr  Brougham  would  go  the  length  of  voting  with  the 
Minister;  Mr  Brougham  went  the  length  of  Bellamy’s,  we  suppose, 
instead  ;  certain  it  is  that,  eschewing  the  test,  he  walked  out  before 
the  division.  Mr  Peel  judiciously  estimated  the  disposition  of  the 
House,  in  moving  the  previous  question  instead  ot  attempting  to 
negative  Mr  Taylor’s  motion;  had  he  adopted  the  latter  course,  it  is 
thought  that  he  would  have  been  in  a  minority,  as  many  Members 
declared  they  would  in  that  case  have  supported  Mr  Taylor. 
According  to  the  terms  of  Mr  Peel,  they  consider  the  question  as 
only  postponed  for  the  preparation  of  a  Ministerial  plan. 


We  should  regard  the  passing  of  the  Dissenters’  Bill,  in  its  present 
state,  with  Lord  Holland,  as  a  great  and  glorious  triumph  in  favour 
of  religious  freedom,  if  we  were  assured  that  all  men’s  consciences 
were  of  the  accommodating  capacity  of  Lord  Winchilsea’s.  That 
noble  and  pious  personage  declares,  that  he  sees  no  reason  why  a 
Jew  cannot  conscientiously  profess  “  on  the  true  faith  of  a  Christian,” 
as  he  for  his  own  part  would  not  feel  the  slightest  objection  to  make 
a  declaration  on  the  true  faith  of  a  Jew,  With  individuals  of  this 
exceedingly  liberal  way  of  thinking,  tests  and  declarations  are  cer¬ 
tainly  no  hardships;  and,  were  we  certain  that  the  world  was  composed 
of  WiNCHiLSEAS,  wc  should  Consider  the  additions  which  have  been 
made  to  the  Repeal  Bill  in  the  House  of  Peers  as  no  practical  evil. 
It  may  undoubtedly  be  urged,  that  if  we  take  our  religion  from  Par¬ 
liament,  we  may  take  our  morality  too  from  the  same  infallible  source;

Lord  Holland  has  placed  on  the  Lords'  Journals  a  Protest  against  the 
Amendment— on  the  faith  of  a  Christian"— introduced  into  the  Declara¬ 
tion  in  the  Bill  for  repealing  the  Test  Acts.  His  Lordship  eloquently  says, 
— >*  Oisaentieni,— Because  the  introduction  of  the  words  *  upon  the  true 
faith  of  a  Chruiian*  implies  an  opinion  in  which  I  cannot  conscientiously 
concur— namely,  that  a  particular  faith  in  matters  of  religion  is  necessary 
to  the  proper  discharge  of  duties  purely  political  or  temporal." 

A  projeet  haa  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Government,  (who 
have  actually  proceeded  so  far  as  formally  to  take  the  opinion  of  the 
Bank  on  tha  subject)  for  the  issue  of  notes  payable  in  silver  bullion,  at  a 
oariain  price,  at  tha  Bank  of  England.  The  Bank  expressed  an  opinion 
decidedly  hostile  to  the  scheme.  Some  vague  idea  is  said  to  have  been 
entertained  by  tlie  Ministry  that  these  notes  would  be  of  use  in  foreign 
oommeroe.  'l^ere  could  be  no  expedient  more  effectual  to  compel  the 
people  10  use  paper  exclusively,  as  the  actual  circulating  medium,  than 
t«  make  silver  a  legal  tender.  The  iuconvenience  of  silver  for  any  pay¬ 
ments  exceeding  40r.  would  be  so  intolerable,  that  all  or  any  contri¬ 
vances  would  be  resorted  to  in  an  active  commercial  community,  where 
moaey  was  high,  to  avoid  tha  trouble.  We  should  thus  have  a  paper 
currency,  in  fact,  referable  to  a  depreciated  standard. — Globa, 


Ttie  servant  of  the  late  Captain  Clapperton  arrived  on  Friday  morning 
al  the  Colonial-ofllce.  He  brings  certain  intelligence  of  the  death  of 


his  master.  Hopes  may  yet  be  indulged  of  the  safety  of  Major  Laing, 
who  had  proceeded,  at  the  date  of  the  affray,  to  Timbuotoo. 


A  change,  wa  learn,  is  about  to  take  place  in  the  law  appointments. 
Sir  Anthony  Hart  is  to  return  from  Ireland,  where  he  is  to  be  replaced  by 
tha  present  Master  of  the  Rolls.  This  latter  gentleman,  if  we  recollect 
right,  was  said  to  have  declined  the  Irish  Chancellorship,  upon  the  very 
just  motive,  that  he  would  not  be  considered  as  neutral  or  indifferent  on 
the  question  of  Emancipatiou,  be  being  conscientiously  in  favour  of  the 
measure.— !n«ai. 


The  accouots  of  the  exports  and  imports  during  the  last  yean,  just  pre- 
‘•anted  to  Parliament, ahow  a  considerabla  increase  of  foreign  tram.  The 
total  ottetal  value  of  tho  exports  from  Great  Britain  in  the  year  1826  was 
60,390,3561.,  of  which  40jSS2,854i.  was  British  and  Irish  produce  and 
manufaoturea.  In  1897,  the  whole  amount  was  61,069,605/.,  of  which 
the  British  and  Irish  produce  and  manufactures  amounted  to  51,976«44d/. 
The  imports  have  increased  in  nearly  the  same  proportion.— G/o6#. 

We  have  received  a  letter  from  Thomas  Hasler,  Secretary  to  the 
•*  Cabinet  Makers'  Society,"  contradicting  the  assertion  of  counsel  in  the 
caae  “  Thurnell  v.  Veroni,"  that  no  such  Society  existed.  Mr  Hasler

Sours  Ameuicaiv  Bovros. — \  meetiag  was  held  oo  Thursday,  %i  ii,^ 
City  of  London  Tavern,  Bishopsgate  street,  of  the  holders  of  shares  in 
the  various  loans  to  the  South  American  states.  The  Chkir  was  takao 
by  A.  Baring,  Esq.  M.P.  About  400  persons  were  present.  Tltrse 
resolutions  were  carried  without  opposition.  The  first  stated  the  auiouQt 
of  the  money  lent,  which  was  17,000j000/.,  to  the  various  states  of  South 
America. — 2.  That  the  English'people  had  shown  a  great  confidence  in 
the’sutes  of  South  America,  by  assisting  them  with  loans. — 3.  That  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  his  Majesty's  Government  re¬ 
specting  the  best  mode  of  procuring  tlie  payment  of  the  interest. 

The  Timea  has  alluded  to  a  misapplication  of  about  950JOOO/.  of  the 
public  money,  which  the  recent  investigatione  in  the  Finance  Committee 
have  brought  to  light.  We  believe  the  following  is  Uie  affair  alluded  to:«« 
Agreeably  to  treaty,  a  joint  Commission  was  appointed  by  the  French 
and  English  Government,  to  liquidate  the  claims  of  British  subjects  oq 
France.  At  first  the  creditors  were  entered  in  the  great  book,  as  their 
claims  were  liquidated,  but  at  length  the  French  compounded  for 
a  certain  sum.  It  seems,  that  after  all,  the  claims  were  liquidated; 
there  remained  from  two  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  pounds,  which  came  into  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Woods  and  Forests;  who,  without  any  authority,  permitted 
the  money  to  be  expended  in  the  erection  of  temples,  palaces,  cotlegei. 
&c.,  with  which  a  certain  Great  Personage  amuses  himself.  That  the 
money  expended  on  these  objects  greatly  exceeded  the  sum  allowed  by 
Parliament,  has  long  been  a  matter  of  notoriety,  though  he  particular 
source  whence  it  was  obtained  was  a  mystery.— Afuming  CkronieU, — [The 
aspect  of  this  affair  is  not  improved  by  the  consideration  that  the 
Crown  sat  in  judgment  on  the  claims  on  the  fund,  the  residue  of  which 
was,  we  believe,  to  go  to  it,  aud  which  residue  was  so  improperly  ap- 
propriated.] 

Bamkrdpt  Law. — In  most  bankrupt  cases  the  Solicitors,  the  Bar, 
the  Commissioners,  the  Accountants,  and  Auctioneers,  divide  the  ssseii. 
Very  few  estates  pay  anything  worth  a  man's  while  going  after.  Under 
the  present  Bankrupt  Law,  a  man  has  nothing  to  do  but  to  get  into  credit 
to  as  large  an  amount  as  possible — buy  goods  in  every  quarter — turn  mer¬ 
chant-ship  off  such  goods  to  every  quarter  of  the  world — fly  kites  in 
every  {KMsible  way — keep  no  books,  or  those  so  confusedly  that  no  msn 
called  in  by  the  name  of  an  accountant  could  make  head  or  tail  of  tliem^— 
carry  this  system  of  buying  and  exporting  and  kite-flying  to  its  utmost 
extent — purchase  goods  on  credit  at  any  price,  and  for  the  greatest  length 
of  time— declare  his  insolvency,  go  into  the  Ckm%ctla\  the  Solicitors,  the 
Bar,  the  Commissioners,  the  Accountants,  the  Auctioneers,  Ac.  &c.  kc., 
would  set  to  work  ;  the  larger  the  amount  of  the  man's  debts  so  much 
the  better  for  the  legal,  accounting,  and  auctioneering  agents.  In  such 
case  the  legal  men  call  it  a  good  fat  bankruplqf;**  and  if  they  can  get 
it  into  Chancery  so  much  the  better;  and,  in  general,  it  is  contrived  that 
**  a  good  fat  bankruptcy**  shall  get  into  Chancery,  l^ie  result  in  general 
is — ten  or  twelve  years*  meetings  of  Commissioners,  actions,  bills  in 
Chaneery ;  and  at  length,  when  the  legal  men  have  received  the  awets, 
they  tire,  and  the  creditors  are  told^*  Here,  gentlemen,  are  the 
accounts." — Morning  Herald,

The  interior  of  the  case  is  lined  throughout  with  the  finest  Genoese 
sky-blue  velvet,  the  inner  part  of  the  lid  tufted.  The  books  (as  they  are 
termed)  for  angling  and  fly-fishing,  are  the  most  chaste  and  beautiful 
that  can  be  imagined.  The  angling  book  is  covered  with  Genoese  crim¬ 
son  velvet,  the  lock  surmounted  by  a  diadem  of  solid  gold ;  the  top  orna¬ 
mented  with  the  Royal  arms  of  the  United  Kingdom,  richly  worked  and 
emblazoned,  and  beneath  the  shield  the  rose,  thistle,  and  shamrock.

In  a  work  on  jurisprudence  recently  published  at  Paris,  Mr  Dumont 
relates  the  following  anecdote  of  the  late  Baron  Maseres.  After  Mr 
Maseres  had  been  called  to  the  bar,  he  remained  a  considerable  time 
without  obtaining  a  single  brief.  A  friend,  who  conceived  that  to  display 
the  talents  of  the  young  barrister  an  occasion  only  was  wanting,  prevailed 
on  a  solicitor  to  intrust  him  with  a  cause  of  great  importance  to  the  par¬ 
ties.  Maseres,  on  studying  it,  found  that  it  w^s  entirely  unjust,  and  that 
the  consequence  of  his  success  would  be  the  ruin  of  the  opposite  party. 
But  in  their  case  there  was  one  weak  point,  which,  if  left  unguarded, 
would  occasion  their  defeat.  Their  counsel  spoke  for  a  long  time,  and 
neglected  that  on  which  the  whole  case  depended.  Maseres  laboured 
under  the  greatest  inquietude  at  the  prospect  of  seeing  a  family  ruined 
by  the  want  of  skill  in  its  defence.  In  his  reply,  he  could  not  forbear 
drawing  the  attention  of  the  adverse  counsel  to  the  point.  In  a  moment 
the  face  of  things  was  changed,  and  Maseres  lost  his  cause.  His  friend 
complimented  him  on  his  delicacy,  but  told  him  he  had  no  longer  any¬ 
thing  to  expect  at  the  bar; — that  he  had  committed  the  irreparable  crime 
of  betraying  his  client,  and  for  the  future  not  an  attorney  would  intrust 
him  with  a  cause  of  the  least  importance.  The  conscientious  advocate 
received  this  condemnation  with  pride,  and  quitted  the  law  to  devote 
himself  to  mathematics,  for  which  he  had  a  considerable  prepossession. 
Some  years  afterwards,  the  same  friend  of  Maseres  was  dining  at  tha 
table  of  Lord  Shelburne,  who  was  then  Prime  Minister,  and  narrated  th^ 
anecdote.  “  You  have  rendered  me  a  service,"  observed  his  Lordship  to 
the  narrator;  we  have  the  appointment  vacant  of  a  judgeship  for 
Canada:  if  Mr  Maseres  will  accept  the  appointment,  it  shall  be  given  to 
him.  An  advocate  who  is  too  scrupulous  for  his  profession  ought  to  make 
an  excellent  judge."  Mr  Maseres  accepted  the  situation,  ana  for  several 
years  sustained  it  in  a  manner  that  to  the  public  was  highly  satisfactory.

royal  eqitblematical  devices.  The  fly  b<^k  on  the  outside  assimilates 
to  the  other,  with  this  difference,  that  the  lid  is  surmounted  with  a 
double  G.  R.,  enclosed  in  a  semicircle  of  a  richly  embroidered  wreath, 
representing  the  rose,  shamrock,  and  thistle.  This  book  is  fullof  flies, 
which,  although  artificial,  almost  equal  the  natural  insects  in  imitation. 

Great  ioterest  was  excited  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  in  Regent  street, 
by  the  descent  of  Mr  Read,  the  patentee  of  the  stomach-pump,  from  a 
window  nearly  sixty  feetfrom  the  ground,  by  means  of  a  very  simple 
fire-ebcape  of  his  invention.  The  apparatus  consists  merely  of  a  rope 
twice  the  length  of  the  height  of  the  place  where  it  is  attached.  Above 
the  window  of  the  chamber  a  ring  is  fastened  to  the  wall,  inside  the 
room  ;  a  bar  crosses  the  ring  perpendicularly,  and  around  this  the  rope 
IS  reflected.  Some  strong  web,  which  forms  a  sort  of  seat,  is  attached 
to  one  end  of  the  rope,  and  the  other  being  thrown  out  of  the  window, 
the  persons  escaping  from  a  house  on  fire  lower  themselves  iuto  the 
street,  by  allowing  the  rope  to  pass  gradually  through  the  bonds  as  they 
descend.  In  the  same  manner  children  or  others  may  be  let  down  by  any 
one  of  ordinary  courage  and  coolness,  for  which  purpose  a  bag  is  appended 
tojtherope,  in  which  they  may  be  securely  enveloped.  Mr  Read  descended 
from  the  various  floors  of  the  house  with  great  adroitness. 

Water. — A  plan  has  been  invented  by  Mr  John  Martin,  the  eminent 
artist,  for  bringing  to  London  a  current  of  pure  water,  and  at  the  same 
Ijme  materially  beautifying  the  western  end  of  the  metropolis.  Mr  .Mar¬ 
tin  proposes  that  a  stream  be  brought  from  the  Coin  (the  water  of  which 
is  excellent),  to  be  taken  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  north-east 
of  Denham,  just  above  the  point  where  the  Paddington  canal  crosses  it;

jvservoir  at  Paddington,  the  elevation  oi  which  would  permit  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  the  water,  wKhout  the  aid  of  a  steam-engine,  to  all  the  western 
tootropolis,  except  the  highest  parts  of  Paddmgton  gnd  Mary- 
»e^e.  In  order  to  combine  other  objects  of  utility,  as  well  as  ornament, 
^t»h  that  of  affording  a  supply  of  wholesome  beverage,  Mr  Martin  pro- 
P^s  that  a  large  bath  should  be  formed  near  the  grand  reservoir,  capable

COURT  OF  KING’S  BENCH. 

Monday,  April  28. 

KIHO  0.  SUTTON  AND  OTHERS. 

This  wai  an  indictment  for  a  conspiracy  to  sell  a  cadetship.  It  was  tried 
last  term.  All  the  defendints,  except  Mr  Despard,  and  Captain  Prescott 
the  East  India  Director,  pleaded  guilty  |  Mr  Despard  was  found  guilty, 
and  Captain  Prescott  was  acquitted. 

Mr  Brougham  moved  to  have  the  verdict  set  aside  as  respected  the 
defendant  Despard,  on  the  ground  of  mistrial.  When  the  forty-eight  names 
were  made  ont  in  the  usual  manner  at  the  Crown  Office,  the  na^  of  Phil¬ 
lip  Pebrer,  of  Warnford  court,  stood  as  number  sixteen  in  the  list.  On  the 
reduction  of  the  list  to  twenty-four,  that  name  was  struck  out.  But  in  the 
list  appended  to  the  record  when  the  cause  came  on  for  trial,  the  name  of 
Paul  (the  real  name)  Pebrer,  of  Warnford  court,  was  set  down  as  number 
sixteen,  so  that  there  could  be  no  doubt  that  this  was  the  same  person  as 
Philip  Pebrer,  whose  name  had  been  struck  out.  He  had  an  affidavit  for 
this  man,  that  when  his  name  was  called  in  Court  he  meant  to  have  stated 
that  he  was  an  alien,  and  not  qualified  ;  but  being  a  Spaniard,  and  not  well 
understanding  the  English  language,  he  did  not  well  know  what  to  do,  and 
that  be  had  l^n  in  a  manner  hustM  into  the  box.  . 

Lord  Txntexden  :  The  less  you  make  use  of  the  Juryman’s  affidavit  the 
better. 

Mr  Brougham  ;  The  fact  was,  however,  as  appeared  from  other  affida¬ 
vits,  that  this  person  was  not  qualified,  and  the  objection  could  not  be  taken 
at  the  trial,  as  they  were  not  then  at  all  aware  of  the  mistake. 

Lord  Tenterden  :  If  this  is  a  rolktake  as  to  Despard,  it  is  also  a  mistiial 
as  to  Prescott. 

Mr  Brougham  :  But  Mr  Prescott  was  acquitted. 

Lord  Tenterden  :  That  makes  no  difference.  Your  g^ronnd  is  that  the 
trial  was  a  nullity,  and  if  so,  it  is  a  nullity  as  to  both. 

Mr  Brougham  :  That  stops  my  argument.  1  was  Counsel  for  Mr  Pres« 
cott  at  the  trial,  and  I  with  for  time  to  consider  the  matter. 

Lord  Tenterden  :  You  had  better  consider  it. 

Mr  Justice  Bailey  :  Unless  the  Jury  were  corapeteEt  to  convict,  they 
were  not  competent  to  acquit.

THE  POLSTEAD  MURDER. 

copy  iho  following  particulars  from  the  Suffolk  Herald,-^untf 
IfraHiddles.  and  all.J 

The  wife  of  Corder  arrived  in  Ipswich  by  one  of  the  Monday  cosches. 
She  was  admitted  to  an  interview  with  her  husband,  in  the  presence  of  a 
third  person,  neat  morning  at  ten  o'clock.  She  appears  to  be  about  the 
same  age  as  the  prisoner,  and  rather  plain  in  person  and  manners.  She 
expresses  herself  convinced  that  Corder  is  guiltless  of  the  murder.  There 
was  nothing  particularly  affecting  in  the  interview. 

Maria  Marten  was  born  in  July  1001,  and  had  been  brought  up  with 
her  father  at  Polstead,  where  she  received  an  education  fully  equal  or 
superior  to  her  situation  in  life.  Possessed  of  more  than  ordinary  personal 
advantages— a  pretty  girl  and  fine  form  and  figure,  united  to  at  least 
some  education— it  was  little  wonder  that  she  was  beset  by  admirers,  and 
that  an  artless  and  inexperienced  girl  should  imprudently  fix  her  affec- 
tioAs.  By  a  young  man,  whose  name  we  forbear  mentioning,  she  had  a 
child,  which  is  dead,  and  lies  in  Polstead  church-yard.  The  connexion 
with  this  young  man  afterwards  ceased,  and  she  became  acquainted  with 
-  -  £tq.  by  whom  she  had  another  child,  and  which  is  now  three 
yjtursand  a  half  old  i  to  this  latter  gentleman  the  first  child  has  been 
erroneously  ailribuied. 

8ome  time  since,  this  gentleman  transmitted  a  51,  note  for  Maria 
Marten;  this  letter, it  has  subsequently  transpired,  was  intercepted  by 
Corder,  and  the  money  applied  to  his  own  purposes.  A  communication 
was  made  to  the  gentleman,  expressing  surprise  that  no  letter  or  cash  had 
beeo  received  from  him  ;  on  this  he  sent  one  half  of  a  second  51.  note,  and 
kept  the  second  half  till  he  obtained  an  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of 
the  first.  He  then  directed  his  enquiries  to  the  General  Post  Office  for  the 
6rst  note,  and  through  the  vigilance  of  the  postmasters,  it  was  traced  to 
William  Corder,  who  had  cashed  it  at  a  bank  close  by.  and  endorsed  it 
wrilh  the  name  Ms  brother  /  Partly  through  entreaty,  partly  through 
threat,  poor  Maria  Marten  was  induced  to  assert  an  acknowledgment  of 
the  money  to  the  aforesaid  gentleman,  for  the  purpose  of  exculpating 
Corder.  This  threat  was  made  while  Maria  Marten  was  at  Sudbury ; 
she  hesitated  to  make  so  shocking  an  acknowledgment,  but  he  at  length 
drew  a  pistol,  and  swore  if  she  did  not,  he  would  shoot  himself ;  the  poor 
girl  necessarily  consented. 

We  now  come  to  a  crime,  which  our  contemporaries  seem  not  to  have 
heard  of,  and  it  is  necessary  we  give  our  readers  some  pledge  of  our 
accuracy.  We  refer  them  to  the  father  of  Maria  Marten,  and  the  grand- 
Cither  of  the  child  we  have. before  alluded  to,  from  whose  lips  we  pro¬ 
cured  the  revolting  statement. 

It  will  scarcely  be  credited,  that  the  nmnster  contemplated,  and  more 
than  once  attempted  secretly  the  life  of  the  young  unsuspecting  boy,  the 
son  of  the  gentleman  to  whom  we  have  alluded,  and  yet  there  is  too  much 
reason  to  suspect  that  such  was  the  fact.  The  fatlier  and  mother  of  poor 
Maria  Marten,  whose  charsciers,  we  are  told,  will  bear  the  Btrictent 
scrutiny,  are  the  persons  from  whom  we  directly  receive  the  fact :  their 
situation  in  life  is  humble;  but  the  whole  country  for  miles  round  where 
the  old  man's  occupation  calls  him,  ratifies  this  assertion,  and  we  iippli* 
citly,  to  the  very  letter  of  this  narrative,  believe  him.  During  the 
absence  of  Marten  from  home,  Corder  carne  to  Marten's,  and  pretended 
to  be  very  attached  and  friendly  to  the  child,  and  offered  the  little  un¬ 
suspecting  boy  A  no;  the  child,  as  if  by  divine  interference,  refused  it ; 
and  the  grandmother  said,  that  if  the  hg  were  opened,  and  the  child 
could  taste  it,  it  might  then  like  it ;  when  the  fig  was  cut  open,  some¬ 
thing  in  the  shape  of  a  pill  was  found  in  it.  The  mother  made  no  notice 
to  Corder  of  this,  fearing  he  would  resort  to  more  violent  measures.  A 
short  time  after  he  met  the  child,  and  offered  it  a  baked  pear,  which 
the  child  refused  too,  and  the  grandmother  (suspicious)  ssid,^*  she  would 
lay  it  by;  possibly  the  child  would  eat  it  when  he  was  gone."  The 
uneasipeas  he  expressed  that  the  child  should  cat  in  his  presence,  on 
this  and  the  former  occasion,  would  have  seemed  to  evince  his  guilt. 
When  he  was  gone,  the  grandmother,  on  cutting  the  pear,  found  a  pill, 
like  the  first,  towards  the  bloom,"  or  the  top,  of  the  pear. 

The  grave  from  which  the  poor  victim  has  been  taken  is  still  open  ; 
me  right  layer  of  the  barn  had  over  it  at  least  straw  six  inches  deep,  and 
the  depth  ol  the  grave,  by  our  admeasurement,  somewhat  less  than  eigh¬ 
teen  inchest  the  picking  up  of  a  bam  floor— solid  as  a  public  road— is  no 
nwan  task  for  a  common  labourer;  and  it  serves  only  to  show  the  brute- 
***•  *"*1  insensible  manner  in  which  the  monster  proceeded  to  his  work. 
If  dug  before  (he  murder,  it  proclaims  the  deed  to  be  of  a  most  deliberate 
end  premediated  nature :  and  if  dug  while  the  mangled  remains  were 
^side  him,  it  exhibits  the  moat  remorselese  and  unpardonable  guilt.  On 
^*****yt*he  number  assembled  to  view  (he  spot  was  immense  ;  and  (he 
from  the  gun,  which  he  is  supposed  first  to  have  discharged  at  bis 
victim,  are  all  of  them  out  from  the  side  of  (he  barn,  and  treated,  with 
other  relic  that  has  the  slightest  connexion,  as  great  curiosities  i 
"nve  been  out  on  all  sides  the  barn  to  get  a  sight  of  (he  grave ;  and, 
to  prevent  further  mischief,  the  barn-doors  have  been  judiciously  thrown 
•pvn,  and  the  grave  and  barn  are  now  equally  open  to  inspection. 

.  ®otm  was  trashing  in  the  barn  the  man  was  annoyed  by  a 

nreadfol  stench  from  the  right  layer ;  but  as  this  is  sometimes  the  case 
Irom  a  number  of  dead  rats,  no  notice  was  taken  of  it  at  (he  time.

***•  father  and  siep-nsuther  (her  own  mother  having  died  when 

Very  yoaiig)  a  sifteri  a  good  looking  girl ;  and  two  brothersi  (ha  iaaua  of 


the  father's  last  marriage ;  and  the  interesting  little  boy^  her  son,  by  (ha 
gentleman  alluded  to  above. 

Corder  is  low  in  stature,  about  5  feet  5|  in.,  and  of  a  florid  complexion! 
His  habits  in  life  were  gloomy,  and  hia  mind  observedly  unsettled  ;  bu; 
these  signs  have  always  been  attributed  to  other  causes.  His  education 
has  been  good  for  his  situation  in  life;  and  he  is  of  a  morose  and  sullen 
temper. 

The  family  which  Corder  hat  left  behind  are  his  mother  (a  widow) 
and  two  sisters,  one  of  whom  is  married,  and  one  or  two  illegitimate 
children.  — 

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  at  Brighton,  a  fly  containing  three  ladies  wat 
dragged  over  the  precipice  in  front  of  the  Marine  parade.  The  horse 
was  blind,  and  the  driver,  in  endeavouring  to  turn,  drove  the  animal's 
breast  against  the  rail,  which  broke  asunder.  Tliis  frightened  the  horse, 
and  he  plunged  forward  over  the  cliff.  The  driver  fell  on  his  head. 
Two  of  the  ladies  were  not  seriously  injured,  but  (he  third  was  much 
bruised  in  the  head,  and  one  arm  broken.  The  poor  man  was  conveyed 
to  the  workhouse  with  faint  hope  of  recovery:  hia  spine  is  greatly  injured, 
and  his  head  severely  fractured. 

On  Tuesday  se'nnight,  (he  coming-house  at  Ramhumt  powder-mills, 
(wo  miles  from  Tunbridge,  exploded.  The  remains  of  two  workmen 
were  found  scattered  in  various  directions;  a  third  (who  lived  nbout 
four  hours  afterwards)  was  blown  over  some  high  trees  to  a  distance  of 
150  feet,  and  fell  upon  a  hedge,  a  stake  of  which  entered  his  back.  He, 
however,  extricated  himself!  and  was  found  standing  in  an  upright 
position.  A  press,  weighing  upwards  of  two  tons  and  a  half,  was  driven 
a  distance  of  forty  yards  over  a  mound  about  twenty  feet  high,  which 
had  been  raised  to  shelter  the  town,  and  (he  whole  building  waa  literally 
blown  to  atoms. 

Trb  Fleet  Prison,- Another  demise  took  place  in  thatden  on  Tuet- 
day  night  last,  in  the  instance  of  Mrs  Amos,  whose  husband  (now  eighty- 
two)  was  committed  to  the  prison  in  1817,  where  he  has  been  confined 
ever  since.  The  old  couple,  who  were  formerly  persons  of  some  respec¬ 
tability  at  or  near  Ashford,  in  Kent,  had  long  inhabited  an  under-ground 
room,  with  a  stone  flooring,  in  a  part  of  the  prison  called  the  Fair ;  where, 
in  proportion  to  the  rest  of  the  building,  the  number  of  deaths  are  far 
greater  than  in  any  other  part  of  it.  The  whole  of  the  rooms  on  the  base¬ 
ment  story  were  condemned  as  unhealthy  and  untenable  by  a  Committee 
of  the  House  of  Commons  some  years  ago.  Notwithstanding  this,  these 
apartments  are  still  occupied  by  the  victims  of  the  law,  and  the  lawyers 
and  creditors,  who  pay  rent  for  them  to  (he  Warden,— //srnW. 

Dangers  of  iwcepino  Cuimnibs. — A  poor  little  sweep,  about  aeven 
or  eight  years  old,  going  up  a  chimney  in  Glasgow  last  week,  a  stone 
on  which  his  foot  rested,  when  he  had  partly  ascended,  slipped  dowe 
and  stopped  the  passage.  He  went  to  the  lop,  but  the  aperture  was  too 
small  to  admit  of  his  getting  out.  He  remained  four  hours  in  this  horrible 
situation,  exhausted  by  fruitless  efforts  to  escape.  At  length  anotlier 
sweep  ascended,  and  with  much  haxard  and  difHculty  got  the  stone  down. 

About  1 1  o'clock  on  Friday  se'nnight,  Mr  Smith,  landlord  of  the  Swan 
and  Sugar  Loaf  in  Fetter  lane,  discovered  that  robbers  had  entered  his 
bed-room  (having  occasion  to  go  up,  and  finding  a  dark  lantern  there)  the 
chesia  of  drawers  open,  and  170/.  carried  off.  Mr  Smith  was  only 
married  a  few  days  before,  and  his  lady  brought  with  her  a  considerable 
part  of  her  dowry,  consisting  of  plate,  valuable  trinkets,  and  some  money. 
T!ie  thieves  had  packed  up  the  whole  of  the  valuables,  to  the  amount  of 
700/.  when  they  were  disturbed. 

Tee  Mordrr  in  Montague  Place.— Wm.  Joaes,  who  wat  tried  for 
the  murder  of  Mrs  Jeffs,  and  convicted  of  stealing  a  coat,  and  sentenced 
to  transportation,  has  been  removed  from  Newgate,  with  other  convicts, 
to  Chatham.  It  is  not  true  that  any  compromise  took  place,  as  was 
alleged,  with  (he  prosecutors,  Messrs  Coutts  and  Co.  as  regards  the  for¬ 
geries  which  Jones  was  stated  to  have  committed  upon  his  master,  Mr 
Duncombe,  Isw-stationer,  of  St  Clement's  inn.  llie  sisters  of  Jones  are 
very  amiable  and  accomplished  women,  whose  connexions  are  respectable  | 
and,  in  consequence  of  certain  representations,  Coutts  and  Co.  declined 
prosecuting.  Since  the  (rial  of  Jones,  his  mother  has  been  in  a  despond¬ 
ing  state  of  mind,  and  on  Sunday  lael  the  diad  of  a  broken  hearU 
William  was  her  ravouriie  son. 

On  Monday,  an  inquest  was  held  at  (he  Prince  of  Wales'  Taveniy. 
Brixton,on  (he  body  of  James  Parker^  aged  17  years.  It  appeared  that 
on  Sunday  last  the  deceased  and  several  of  his  friends  visited  Mr  and 
Mrs  Barham,  in  the  Woodbine  fields  at  Brixton.  The  deceased  observing 
a  gun  ill  the  corner  of  the  room,  expressed  a  wish  to  examine  it,  but 
before  he  did  so  (he  deceased's  uncle  examined  it;  he  snapped  it  twice, 
and  as  it  missed  fire,  concluded  it  was  not  loaded.  Mrs  Barham  then 
took  up  (he  gun,  and  pointing  it  at  the  deceased,  jocularly  said,**  Now 
mind  yourself,  Jem,  1  know  how  to  let  it  off."  At  that  moment  the  guiv 
went  off,  and  the  charge,  which  was  powder  and  amall  thot,  struck  the 
deceaied  between  (he  eyes;  (lie  contents  lodged  in  his  head.  Ilia 
deceaaed  aunk  in  his  chair  a  corpse.  Mre  Barham  fell  Into  hysterica,  in 
which  she  remained  several  heura.  Vardiot — Accidental  Death ;  (ha 
gun  forfaited  at  a  deodsnd."
